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EXPLANATORY  NOTE. 


The  brief  abstract  or  compendium  which  follows  shows  the  relative  rank  or 
importance  of  the  principal  agricultural  products  of  each  State  and  of  the  United 
States.  It  presents  in  condensed  form  the  acreage  and  gross  value  of  the  impor¬ 
tant  agricultural  products  of  the  United  States  and  contains  statistics  of  total  land 
area,  the  land  in  farms,  and  the  improved  land  in  farms,  by  States,  which  follow  in 
alphabetical  order.  The  figures  were  compiled  from  the  published  results  of  the 
census  of  1910.  The  estimated  acreage  and  value  of  each  product  or  class  of  products 
is  shown  for  each  State,  as  well  as  their  total,  and  the  percentage  of  the  total  value 
represented  by  any  product  is  an  index  number  which  shows  its  comparative  rank 
or  importance  in  the  State.  Because  of  the  condensed  form  in  which  the  figures 
are  presented,  the  facts  which  they  represent  can  be  readily  comprehended  and 
easily  remembered.  They  answer  the  question,  What  is  the  most  valuable  or 
important  agricultural  product  or  industry  in  a  given  State ,  whether  it  be  the  growing  of 
cereals ,  forage ,  live  stock,  dairying,  or  some  special  crop  such  as  cotton  or  fruit?  These 
are  facts  which  it  is  believed  every  official  and  employee  should  know  or  have  readily 
accessible  to  enable  him  to  conduct  correspondence  or  to  represent  the  department 
creditably  either  m  the  field  or  at  headquarters  in  Washington. 

The  tables  give  figures  for  each  agricultural  product,  stating  in  general  the  value 
and  acreage,  and  the  percentage  of  each,  with  the  exception  of  the  less  important 
products,  where  the  value  is  insignificant  ($50,000  or  under). 

The  notes  show,  in  the  case  of  “  Orchard  fruits  ”  and  “  Tropical  fruits ,  ’  ’  the  number 
of  trees  of  bearing  age;  in  the  case  of  “  Animals  sold  and  slaughtered,  ”  the  number 
of  animals;  while  in  the  case  of  “  Dairy  products”  and  “  Fowls  and  eggs  sold,”  and  in 
a  few  other  instances,  the  quantity  is  given. 

The  following  notes  indicate  the  manner  in  which  the  percentage  figures  were 
obtained  and  what  is  included  under  each  head: 

1.  The  percentage  of  value  in  the  general  tables  is  based  on  the  total  gross  value 
of  the  important  agricultural  products. 

2.  The  percentage  of  acreage  in  the  general  tables  is  based  on  the  total  acreage  of 
crops  with  acreage  reports. 

3.  The  percentage  of  value  in  the  notes  is  based  on  the  value  of  the  main  item. 
(Example:  In  the  State  of  Alabama,  “  Alfalfa  ”  is  4  per  cent  of  the  value  of  the  main 
item  “Hay  and  forage”  as  given  in  the  general  table.) 

4.  The  percentage  of  acreage  in  the  notes  is  based  on  the  total  acreage  of  the  main 
item.  (Example:  In  the  State  of  Alabama,  the  acreage  of  “Corn”  is  90  per  cent  of 
the  total  acreage  of  the  main  item  “Cereals”  as  given  in  the  general  table.) 

5.  Percentage  columns  refer  to  the  columns  preceding  them. 

6.  The  asterisk  (*)  signifies  less  than  1  per  cent  or  less  than  500,  according  to  the 
column  in  which  it  appears. 

7.  The  value  of  “Dairy  products”  represents  the  total  value  excluding  home  use 
of  milk  and  cream. 

8.  “Cattle”  includes  calves,  where  calves  are  reported  sold  and  slaughtered. 

9.  “Minor  crops”  include  broom  corn,  hemp,  hops,  chicory,  chufas,  ginseng, 
mint,  teasels,  and  willows. 

10.  “Grains  and  seeds”  include  dry  edible  beans, dry  peas,  peanuts, flaxseed, 
grass  and  flowers,  and  vegetable  seeds.  (Acreage  not  reported  for  grass,  flower, 
Eixi d.  y0Pr0|)9)l)l0  seeds  ) 

11.  “"other  vegetables”  include  all  vegetables  other  than  potatoes,  sweet  pota¬ 
toes,  and  yams.  . 

12.  “Forest  products”  represent  those  on  farms  only.  No  acreage  is  reported 
for  “forest  products.”
